Providence, Ky., Feb. 19.— 
More violence has been at- 
tempted on non-union miners at 
the mines of the Providence Coal 
Oompany. 

About midnight last night 
party of men visited a large 
boarding-house near the mine of 
that company, placed dynamite 
on the porch and fired it. The 
explosion partially demolished 
the building and terrified the oc- 
cupants. After shooting the dy- 
namite the party fired several 
shots from revolvers into the 
house and ran away. 

The house is occupied by two 
colored families, who both li 
a number of non-union miners as 
boarders. This is the same n 
where a man, a member of the 
United Mine Workers, recently 
attempted to assassinate Guard 
Holloman at night. 

The authorities and operators 
are working on clews that prom- 
ise to put the dynamite in the 
clutches of the law. 



The Ri.troadj and the Laboring Man. 

It is announced in a most sen- 
sational way that the recent rail- 
road consolidations will be fol- 
lowed by a wholesale discharge 
of laboring men, in :iu effort to 
reduce expenses one hundred 
million*. 

8uch statements need not ex- 
cite alarm in any quarter. Thirty 
years ago, when the movement 
for the consolidation of short lines 
into long and continuous lines 
began, the opponents of that 
most beneficent tendency 
clared that it meant hardship to 
the workingmen and poorer facil- 
ities for the public. 

The effect was contrary to that 
predicted. These new lines, hav- 
ing more at stake, had to meet 
public demands, and had, when 
possible, to avoid dissatisfaction 
among the men. The public has 
been better served, the working- 
men have bad better wages and 
more certain employment, and 
the capital invested has found its 
reward in tho increase of traffic. 

So will it be in the future. 
Economy is possible, doubtless, 
in certain directions, by the con- 
solidation of local offices and cer- 
tain terminal changes. But there 
must be expansion in other di- 
rections. Tho roads must develop 
traffic; they must encourage 
travel ; they must therefore em- 
ploy more men if they are to earn 
a fair return on the billions of 
capital invested. 

The danger of loss of employ- 
ment does not lie in the direction 
indicated, but in another alto- 
gether. 

For ten years railroad building 
in Kentucky baa been at a stand- 
still. Adverse legislation and 
organized political raids and the 
cry of the demagogues— these 
have practically put a stop to 
railroad building in Kentucky. 
The roads already here have been 
improved, and they are falling 
into their natural relations with 
the great systems, but instead of 
6,000 miles of railroads, all devel- 
oping new mines and encouraging 
new facilities, we have just the 
mileage we had ten years ago.— 
Louisville Evening Post.

Substitute for Coal 

It is reported that a worki 
named Montag, in the Hemshof 
dye and soda factory, near Mam 
heim, Germany, has invented 
substitute for coal which costs 
about 25 cents per 220 pounds to 
manufacture. The process is de- 
scribed by A. L. Frankenthal, 
United States Consul at Berne, 
in the Advance Sheets of Con- 
sular Reports, issued by the Gov- 
ernment (January 29) as follows : 

"Peat Is the basis, with the addi- 
tion of certain chemicals which, up 
to the present, are tho secret of the 
inventor. Parties who have seen the 
the product bur i say that It gl' 
great heat, burns with a bright Hume, 
and leaves no slag and only a 
quantity of white ash. Certain 
Mannheim capitalists have tried 
obtain the secret from the inventor 
by offering him a position as director 
In a company to be established, giv- 
ing him a salary of *4,<hk) and two 
percent, of the net profits; but he 
has refused this offer, because 
wants to control the sale of the 
vention himself. Capitalists Di 
claim that Montag asks too high 
price. Mr. Gehrig, the secretary of 
tho Mannheim Chamber of Coi 
merce, has, it is said, undertaken 
procure tho necessary means to begin 
tho manufacturo of tho article 
partnership with the inventor. They 
have bought 2f> acres or peat li 
and have bonded 125 more in the 
cinitv of Htckenhelm, where, t 
will orect tho t ccessary buildh 
large enough to keep several h 
dred moil at work. It is llgnred that 
dally output will he sixty Ions, 
s said that tho peat is thoroughly 
dried, ground by a machine, mixed 
with the chemicals, und pressed into 
brick shape.

Some time ago tho owners of abut- 
ting property signed a paper grant- 
ing the railroad company the privi- 
lege of moving the old depot building 
to the point indicated and authoriz- 
ing the city to deed a strip of ground 
to the railroad to be used for that 
purpose.

Sfeeker, Col.. Feb. 17. — Col. Roosc- 
velt and John Goff rode into Meeker 
from the Keystone ranch Friday af- 
ternoon.

The coiuago of 1900 was in ex- 
cess of that in any previous year 
in the history of the Mint, ag- 
gregating $141,301,060, as com- 
pared with $130,8f)6,C76 in the 
last fiscal year.

$107,087,110,_as compared wit h 
$108,177,180. VNie coinage of sil- 
ver dollars was $18,244,984, as 
compared with $18,264,709 in the 
previous year. The total deposits 
of gold were not so great as in 
the previous year, the imports of 
bullion showing a decline, but 
ike deposits of domestic bullion

These 
tare* go with Him farther than the oth- 
er*, aa they also, of all the others, were 
the only one with Jlim when He raised 
to life the ruler's daughter and wheu 
transfigured at the appearing of Moses 
■ad Elijah. There are alwaya a few 
who go with Him farther in His suiTcr- 
tago then others; It Is the privilege of 
■any. but few are willing. It is a nar- 
iww way. and few there be that find it. 

38. "My soul h> cioeedlnz sorrowful, 
evea unto death; tarry ye here and watch, 
with ale." Thus He spoke to these 
three, but they did not understand. They 
did not know the sinfulness of their own 
heart*-- none of us do; what could they 
know of tbe sins of the whole world for 
Which He hi'r about to Miffer? (I John 
ft. 2.) At tbe time the Greeks desired to 
see Him He said, "Now ia my soul trou- 
bled" (John git, 27). sad, as He aald to 
Ike disciples, sad says to us.
